issued by the Ministry of Defence 


No, 17S. — An examination for admission to the Indian Navy 
as Special Entry Cadets will be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission at ALLAHABAD, BANGALORE, 
BOMBAY, CALCUTTA, DELHI, HYDERABAD, LUDHIANA, 
MADRAS, SHILLONG and SRINAGAR, sometime in June 
1959. 

THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION. 

2. Admission to the Indian Navy will be made on the 
results of a written examination to be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission and an interview by a Services 
Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test. 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the Indian Navy on the result of this examination 
will be 5. This Is only a provisional number and Is liable 
to alteration. 

Note.— Candidates, who have applied for the examination 
fof admission to the Military College, must exercise their final 
option before admission to the Indian Navy course. After 
admission, they will not be considered for admission to the 
Military College. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either 
be: 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 

French possession In India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from Pak- 
istan with the Intention of permanently settling in 
India, 

Note I.— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
catinot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

Note II.— The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to issue of certificates of clip • 
bility in their favour by the Government of India. The cer 
tificate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to cate 
goTy (d) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
thq date of his appointment beyond which he would he retain- 
ed in service only If he has become a citizen of India. Certifi- 
cates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary In the < ase 
of candidates belonging to one of the following categories- - 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before the 

19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been residing in 
India since then, 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after the 

18th July 1948 and have got themselves registered as 
citizens. 

(Hi) Gorkha subjects of Nepal, 

(iv) Non-citizens of categories (c) and (d) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th January 
1950 and who have continued in such service since 
then, Any such person who Tc-entered or may re-enter 
such service witiw»t break after the 26th January 1950, 
will howej^Sre^Jttiq certificate of eligibility in the 
usual wa$ ' ' ' 





5. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for 
service in any part of the world. The standards of medical 
fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds, Candidates are, therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined before 
submitting tl)eir applications, to avoid disappointment at the 
final stage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by a 
Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Indian 
Navy. The very fart that the medical examination has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean or 
imply that the candidate has been finally selected. The 
results of the Medical Board are confidential and canuot be 
divulged to anyone. The results of candidates declared Unfit/ 
temporarily unfit arc intimated to them along with the pro- 
cedure for .submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No 
lequcsts for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com- 
plete their full training, A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application, though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination, will not be selected for training. A 
candidate who marries during training shall be discharged and 
will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the 
Government. 

7, Candidates foT admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd July 1940 and not later than 
1st July 1942, 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED, 

8, Candidates must have passed one of the following exami- 
nations or must possess one of the following certificates:— 

(a) the Intermediate Examination of a University or Board 
approved by the Parliament or a State Legislature or 
an examination recognised by such University or Board 
as equivalent to its Intermediate Examination; or 

(b) the first year examination under the three year Degree 
course of the Delhi University or of an equivalent 
course of any other Indian University; or 

(c) the pre-engineering Examination of the Delhi Poly- 

technic or an equivalent examination of any other 
Indian University; or 

(d) the Jamla Senior Examination of the Jnmla Millia 
Islamia, Delhi; or 

(c) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate examination; 
or 

(f) a diploma examination in engineering provided that 

the examination is taken after a course lasting not 
less than 2 years subsequent to Matriculation and 
provided also that the examination is recognised by a 
State Government for employment under it; or 

(g) any other examination which may be recognised by 
the U.P.S.C. as equivalent to the above, 

Note.— C andidates who have appeared or intend to appear 
at any of the above examinations, may also apply for admis- 
sion to this examination, Their applications will be accepted 
.provisionally and they will be required to furnish proof of

0 Candidates who weie admitted to an earlier course for 
training as NAVAL CADETS, or for training at the National 
Defence Academy (formcilv Joint Services Wing), Mihtaiy

(formerly Air Foice Academy), but were removed therefrom

10 The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall tie final 

11 A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of •mb 
miLtlng f ibncatcd document or documents which have been 
tampeted with or of making statements which aic mioneit 
oi false or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otheiwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendcilng himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be

atice Test The final selection for admission to the Indian 
Navy will be made in order of merit subject to medical fitness 
and suitability in all other respects and number of vacancies 
available 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo the tests thereat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government In respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Seivices Sclerllon Board whether due to the negli 
gence of any person or otherwise Candidates will be required 
to sign a ceitificate to this effe:t on the form appended to the 
application In the case of candidates who are minors the 
rcqnlred <ci rill cate must be signal by their parents or giiaiiluns 
in the form picscribed Candidates when called for interview 
bv a Services Selection Board or for subsequent tialnlng will be 
eligible foi travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force Candidates who have jareuously been heforc a 
Services Selection Board for the same type of Commission aie 
not entitled to travelling allowance on subsequent occasions

19 Selected candidates will be appointed as cadets and will 
undergo one ytai s naming at the National Defence Academy 
On completion of this training they will be required to under 
go further truning in Ships/Fstablishments of the Indian 
Navy 

The duration of the entire period of training (including 1 
year at the Academy) will be 3| to 6J years depending upon 
the Blanch of the Seivice to which a Cadet is allocated 

20 During the jsciiod of their training Cadets of all the 
Blanches are promoted to the lank of Midshipman and 
Acting Sub I leutenant and in the case of Engineering and 
Electrical Branches they are bIno promoted to the rank of 
Sub I leutenant (and possibly lo the lank of I leutenant) 

21 Mliilc at the Nalionnl Defence Academy, cadets will 
he subjcit to the discipline of the Academy During training 
in Ships ind J stablishments of the Indian Navy they will be 
subject to the Indian Navy (Discipline) Act 1934 During all 
stiges o! initial training Cadets eti will be liable to be 
withdrawn bom training and discharged if their progress is 
found to be unsatisfactory or they are otherwise considered 
unsuitable 

22 While at the Academy the cost of Cadets’ training 
including hooks uniform accommodation boarding and 
medical treatment will be borne by the Government but the 
Cadets will be expected to meet their pocket expenses The 
minimum pocket expenses of Cadets arc not likely to exceed 
R 3 40 per month Where Cadets' parents or guardians arc 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expendituie, 
financial assistance upto Rs 10 pm may be granted by the 
Government piovided no Cadet whose jiaicnt oi guardian 
has an income of Rs 300 or above pei month would be 
eligible for the giant of financial assistance 

A candidate debiting financial assistance should immediately 
after being finally selected for training at the Academy, sub 
inlt and application through the District Magistrate of his 
district who will with his recommendation forward the appll 
ration to the Director of Military Training, Army Head 
quarters New Delhi 

23 The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
Defence Academy — 

1 PARSHURAM BHAU PA I WARDHAN SCHOLAR 

SHIP— Tills scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtia and Kainatak The value of one 
scholarship is upto a maximum of Rs ] 000 per 
annum for the duration of a radcl s stay at the 
National Defence Academy subject to the cadet 
making satisfactory progress The scholarship will 
also he available at the Army, Naval or Air Force 
l raining establishments where a cadet may be sent 
Ini further training after he has completed his train 
ing at the National Defence Academy The cadets 
who arc granted this scholarship will not he cmtltlcd 
to nov other financial assistance from the Govern 
ment 

2 M4H4RAIA 1ACADDIPENDRA NARAYAN SCHO- 

LARSHIP— This sdiolarship of the value of Rs 300/- 
per annum is granted to a needy cadet who falls to 
secure any financial assistance from the Government 
tnd Is paid on comnlction of a term at the National 
Defence Ac ninny The scholarship is sanctioned bv 
the Government on a means cum merit basis 

COI ONEI KLNDAI TRANKS MEMORIAL SCHO 
I 4R5TIIP — This scholaiship Is of the value of 
Rs 360 per annum and is granted to a Maratha cadet 
who should be the son of an ex serviceman The 
sdiolarship is in addition to any financial assistance 
from the Government 
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21. Subsequent training In ships and establishments of the 
Indian Navy is also at the expense of the Government. Dur- 
ing the first six months of their training after leaving the 
National Deience Academy, financial concessions similar to 
those admissible at the Academy vide paragraph 22 will be 
extended 10 them. After six months of naming in ships and 
establishments of the Indian Navy when Cadets are promoted 
Lo the rank of Midshipman they begin to receive pay and 
parents aie not expected Lo pay tor any of tlieir expenses. 

25. Bay and allowances, pension, leave and other conditions 
ot seivlec after Lhe grant ot commissions, will be identical 
with those applicable from lime to lime to regular olhcers 
of Lhe Indian Navy. 

26. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign 
voluntarily, whilst under training. 

27. Before a candidate Is selected as a cadet in the Indian 
Navi, his paicnt oi gurdian will be requiied to sign- 

ay A teitihcatc to the effect that he fully understands 
that he or fits son/waid shall not be entitled tp 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in lespcct of any injury which his soil/ 
ward may susLalii m the course of or as a lesuit 
ot the training whether due to the negligence ot any 
person or otherwise, 

(h) A bond to the effect that if for any reasons consi- 
dered within tile control of the candidate, he wishes 
to withdraw from training, or fails to accept a com- 
mission if oltcred, he will be liable to refund the 
whole or such portion of the cosL of tuition, food, 
clothing and pay and allowances received, as may 
be decided upon by Government.

APPENDIX I 

Physical Siandamk ioh Admission as Special Eniri Cadet* 
in the Indian Navy 

To be passed fit for admission to the Indian Navy, a candi- 
date must he in good mental and bodily health and tree 
fforu any physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient 
performance of duty. 

2. 'lhe following points will be particularly observed:— 

(a) that there is no evidence of weak constitution, Im- 
peifcct development, setlous malformation or obesity; 

(b) that tlieie is no maldevelopment or impairment of 
tuncLlon of the boues or joints. 

\C) that there is no malfoimatiqn of the head, deformity 
hum iractiue or depression of the hones of the skull; 

(d) that Lhcrc is no impediment of speech; 

(c) that Lhere is no impaired hearing, dicharge from or 
disease of either car, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic mcmbianes or signs ot acute or chronic 
suppuiative otitis media or evidence of ladical or 
moilihed ladical mastoid operation; 

(f) that there is no disease of the bones oi cartilages of 
the nose, nasal polypus ot disease of the nasopharynx; 

(g) that thcic aic no enlarged glands, tubeicular or due 
to other diseases, in the neck and other paits ot the 
body anil that the thyioid gland is noiinal. 

Note— S cats of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that there 
has been no active disease within Lhe preceding 5 yeais 
and the chest is clinically and railiologically cleai, 

(h) that tlieie is no disease of the thioat, palate, tonsils 
or gums or any disease oi injury affecting the normal 
function of either Mandibular joint. 

Note.— S imple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if Lhcie is no his- 
tory of attacks of tonsilitts, is not a cause for rejec- 
tion, 

(l) that there is no sign of functional or organic disease 
of the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) that theie is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis 
or previous history of this disease oi any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) that there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system. The liver and spleen should be normal; 

(1) that there is no hernia oi tendency theieto; 

(in) that there is no hydrocele, varicocele or any other 
disease or defect of the genital organs; 

(n) that there is no disease of the kidneys. Cases show- 
ing albuminuila or glycosuria will not he accepted; 


(o) that there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(p) that there Is no skin disease unless temporary or 
trivial. Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marled disfigure- 
ment aie a cause for rejection; 

(q; that there is no congenital, active or latent venerea) 
disease; 

(r) that there is no history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates suffering from epilepsy, incontinence of 
urine or ENURESIS will not be accepted; 

(a) that theie is no squint or morbid condition of any 
eye or of the lids liable to a risk of aggravation oi 
recurrence; 

(t) that there is no active Trachoma or its complications 
and scqualac. 

Note. — Remedial operations arc to be performed piior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance and 
it should be clearly understood by the Candidate that the 

decision whether an operation is desirable or necessary 
is one to be made by his private medical adviser. The 
Government will accept no liability regarding the result 
of operation or any expense incurred. 

8. Height, weight and chest— 

(a) Height— The minimum height for a candidate of 18 
years’ of age is 62" except where otherwise stated. In 
case of Gurkhas, Nepalese, Assamese and Garhwal 
candidates, the minimum height may be reduced by 
2 ". 


(b) Weight A table showing correlation between height 
and weight is given below for guidance of the examin- 
ing Medical Officer/ Medical Board:

No ie.— Heights and weights as shown above are for men fully 
snipped. It is not possible to lay clown precise standards 
with icgard to height and weight. Tilts is left to the 
discretion of the Recruiting Medical Officer/ Medical Board 
who may select candidates below height/weight who in 
his/ their opinion would acquire the necessaiy heighL/ 
weight standards on attaining the age of 18/completion 
of training. 

(c) Chest .— The chest should be well proportioned and 
well developed with a minimum range of expansion 
of 2 inches. 

4. It should be ensured that sufficient number of sound, 
natural teeth for efficient mastication are present. 

(a) in order to assess the dental condition of an individual, 
teeth in good apposition with corresponding teeth in the 
olhei Jaw will be allotted points as follow's:— 

(i) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine, 1st and 2nd 
premolar and under developed 3rd molar— 1 point 
each. 

(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed third molar— 
2 points each. 

When all 32 teeth arc present, there will he a total count 
of 22 points. 

(b) The following teeth on each side of the jaw in good 
functional apposition tnnst be present: — 

(i) Central incisor, latciai incisor, canine— At least two 
must be present. 

(») 1st premolar, 2nd prcmolar— At least one must be 
present. 

(in) 1st molar. 2nd molar, 3rd molar— At least two must 
be present. 
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(c) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 dcuLal points 
to be acceptable. 

(d) Candidates .suffering from severe pyorrhoea will be 
rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea is such that in the 
opinion of the Dental Officer, it can be cured without extrac- 
tion of teeth the candidate may be accepted. 

5. An X-Ray examination of chest will be carried out. 
Any defects or disability discovered during this examina- 
tion will disqualify a candidate from entry into the Service.

Standard and Syllabus of the Examination 

(1) ENGLISH, —The questions will be designed to test the 
candidates’ understanding and command of the 
language. Amongst other tests a passage will be set 
lor the precis. 

(2) GENERAL KNO WLF.DGE.— There will be two 

papers. 

Paper I— dealing mainly with Current Affairs and 
History; 

Paper II— dealing with Science and Geography, 


The following syllabus is designed to indicate the stbpe of 
each subject included in these papers. The topics men- 
tioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive and questipns on 
topics of similar nature not mentioned in the syllabus may 
also be asked. Candidates' answers are expected to show their 
intelligent understanding of the question and not knowledge 
of any text book. 

PAPER I 

Current Events .— Knowledge of important event* that have 
happened in India during the past two years. India’* 
system of Government. Important measures of legislation 
whether undertaken by the Parliament or State Legislatures. 
Broad questions of India's policy relating to foreign affairs. 
Questions set will test the factual knowledge of candidate?. 

World events of international Importance. Important per- 
sonalities, both Indian and foreign. Sports and other 
cultural activities of outstanding importance, 

Indian History.— Broad outline knowledge of Indian 
History. Knowledge of India’s ancient culture and civilisation 
as disclosed by monuments, ancient buildings and master- 
pieces of literature. Growth of selt-Qoveniment. Main- 
siagcs in the national movement leading to Independence. 

World History .— Elementary knowledge of major events in 
world history. Reforms or national movements such as 
represented by ihc French Revolution, the Industrial Revo- 
lution in the U.K., the American War of Independence, the 
foundation of U.S.S.R., World Wars I and II. Modern free- 
dom movements in Asia. 

PAPER II 

Science— 

Physics ,— Physical properties and states of matter and 
simple measurements of mass, weight, density and speciDc 
gravity. Motion of object. Velocity, acceleration, force, 
gravity. Effects of heat, measurement of temperature, 
transference of heat, change of state. 

Rectilinear propagation of light, phenomenon of reflection 
and refraction. 

Natural and artificial magnets— properties of a magnet. 
Electricity, static and current, conductors, and non- 
conductors, heating, lighting and magnetic effects of currents.
